St. Petersburg, Aug. 19.—The text of 
the docum ent co n stituting th 
R ussian 
parliam ent discloses m any points of 
special in terest to foreign t h enjoying 
constitutional governm ent 
Safeguards 
for m aintenance of autocratic pow er of 
the em peror crop out continually in th e 
course of the lengthy docum ent. 
Al­ 
though m em bers are to be eld ted for 
five years a term in p arag rap h three 
provides the doum a “can be dissolved 
by the em peror before the expiration of 
the term of five years and new elec­ 
tions ordered by an Im perial ukase.” 
P a ra g ra p h four sets forth the length of 
the sessions of the doum a and ad jo u rn ­ 
m ents during the year shall be d e te r­ 
m ined by the em peror. 
P arag rap h ten 
provides the president of the doum a 
shall report to the 
em peror. 
O ther 
p a rag rap h s provide in case of a d is­ 
pute betw een the cabinet m inisters and 
the doum a in regard to bills the em ­ 
peror shall have the final word as to 
the disposition thereof. 
The oath to be taken by the m em ­ 
bers is as follows: 
“We prom ise to 
perform our duties to the best of our 
know ledge and ability, in all loyalty to 
his m ajesty and m indful only of the 
w elfare of R ussia.” 
M em bers of the doum a can only be 
deprived of th eir liberty 
or 
lim ited 
therein by order ot judicial pow er and 
they m ay not be 
arrested 
for debt. 
T h c 'r paym ent is provided for a t the 
rate of IO roubles (about $5) per day 
during the session and m em bers re ­ 
ceive for traveling expenses 5 kopecs 
per verst tw ice yearly and from St. P e ­ 
tersburg. 
T he usual provisions are m ade for 
rem oval or 
suspension 
of 
disorderly 
m em bers and for 
holding 
executive 
sessions. 
P arag rap h forty-one debars 
v.ie public from adm ission 
to either 
general or sectional session11, but gives 
the president of the doum a the right to 
adm it representative? of tile press 
to 
open sessions. 
A nother clause provides for p re p ara ­ 
tion by sw orn stenographers of reports 
of all sittin g s of the general session of 
the doum a w ith the exception of execu­ 
t iv e sessions. 
These reports m ay be 
m ade public w ith the approval of the 
president of the doum a. 
T he electoral schem e debars govern­ 
ors, vice governors, police prefects and 
su bordinates from voting places In d is­ 
tric ts w here they 
exercise functions. 
E lections are to be held under the g en ­ 
eral supervision of the m in ister of the 
Interior, governors and police prefects 
•whihle each electoral w ard in the p rin ­ 
cipal cities will have an electoral com ­ 
m ission. consisting of a president and 
tw o m em bers chosen 
by 
the m ayor 
from am ong pas !‘Js"ors of a franchise 
Civil functionaries m ay not be elected 
to the doum a unless they resign their 
posts, nor m ay any one be elected who 
is not acquainted

Austin, Aug. 18.—Quite a sensation 
was created herr* Saturday when It be­ 
came known »JBat an issue of $135,000 
of Austin dam refunding bonds had 
been counterfeited and 
floated.

of the fake issue. The city '••dhorUlea 
proceeded to Investigate th 
latter at 
once and succeeded in locatlrig all the 
counterfeit bonds and 
they 
hope to 
have them In possession for destruction 
in a few days. 
Some of the counterfeited bonds have 
already reached here and the compari­ 
son of the two issues shows the coun­ 
terfeit Issue to be very crude. 
It is 
lithographed on poor paper and is en­ 
tire!. ,at variance with the genuine Is­ 
sue. 
Neither 
the coupons or bonds 
p ro f^ follow up the wording of the 
or! ( .a1 bonds. Seals of the state and 
cir/ of Austin are both on bogus bonds 
in regular form. 
No damage will re­ 
sult to the city as the result of this 
bogus Issue, aa when the coupons were 
presented for payment It led to the 
discovery they were counterfeit. 
It Is 
learned that an Insurance company of 
Houston will be the principal loser, as 
it held most of the counterfeit Issue.
